OLD JOE GRIMALDI. 


The Last of English Clowns—A Sketch 
of His Life.

All things theatrical were a delight to Chas. 
Dickens; but, as he himself states in many of 
his letters, he bad a special veneration for 
clowns. Asa child, be was accustomed to 
pester his relatives and friends with questions 
without number concerning these gentry; 
whether their appetites for sausages and such 
things were always the same, and, if so, at 
whose expense were they maintained; wheth- 
er they were ever taken up for pilfering other 

ple’s goods, or were forgiven 122 one 
cause it was only done in fun; how it was 
they got such beautiful complexions, and 
where they lived. and whether they were 
born clowns or turned into clowns as they 
grew up. It is no wonder, then, when later 
in life he heard that Grimaldi had left 
some memoirs behind him, tuat he was ina 
yerfect fever to see and to edit them. The 
labor was evidently one of love, and you can 
see the delights—the ten thousand million 
delights—of pantomime come streaming on 
him in every page. 

George Fox was the first and last of Ameri- 
can clowns, an artist of rare, quaint humor, 
racy of the soil, in action what Artemus Ward 
was in writing, one whom John Oxenford of 
the Times pronounced, when visiting this 
country, one of the greatest artists he had 
ever seen. Gabriel Ravel was the last of 
French clowns. To unravel the mysteries by 
which the Ravels delighted the children and 
grandchildren of the present generation of 
men, and won almost the personal affection 
of so many in this country, where their name 
is still treasured as a plessant household 
word, would be as difficult as to fathom the 
existence of those fairies who are said to 
make merry amid nooks and ravines and the 
depths of the forests. Gabriel was essentially 
an artist of the old French school—the Talma 
of pantomime. Goldoni would never have 
driven the Harlequin from the Italian stage if 
he had seen him. The wonder was, he was 
essentially a cosmopolitan harlequin—a Bohe- 
mian. e graceful French element dom- 
inated, but he bad a good deal of the broad 
humor of Jack Pudding and the comical im- 
passability of a Westphalian Hauswurst, while 
in the quickness of his movements he excelled 
the Italian Arlechino, who for so many hun- 
dred years made the delight of Venice. We 
had the happiness—though such nights of 
parting with a great artist are always touched 
with sadness—of seeing him the night on 
which he appeared for the last time on any 
stage in Augustf 1860, at the Winter Garden, 
under Stuart’s management. The panto- 
mime was the Magie Trumpet.’’ When he 
first entered, whitened from head to foot, he 
forcibly reminded vou of a perambulating 
sugar loaf. As he came on the stage like a 
vision of flour and sugar, those who looked 
at him instantly parted with all serious 
thought. His droliery was immensely en- 
hanced bY the use of the eye, which sent forth 
irresistible darts of comicality when his audi- 
ence was least prepared for them. The 
magic influence exerted by these singular 
eye surprises was uttested by screams of 
juvenile delight and peals of silvery girlish 
laughter. At other times Gabriel reminded 
us of Vatel or of some of the thoroughbred 
“chefs-de-cuisine’’ of the old regime of the 
Faubourg St. Germains. These was a sauce 
piquante about bis by-play and at the same 


time an elegance which associated him in 


our minds with those masters, the sigat of 
whom made the mouth water. 

Joseph Grimaldi was the last of the clowns 
in a country where pantomime was as much 
an institution as plum pudding and roast 
beef. To the artist ofthe stage, as Rachel 
used to say in Adrienne Lecouvreur’’ with 
accents of such beautiful sadness, all that 
remains is a memory.“ But may not that 
macnify and tradition overieap truth’ Cer- 
tainly all who have ever seen Joe Grimaldi 
speak of him as the embodied genius of pan- 
tomime. Otber clowns have excelled him in 
feats of agility and shocking strangeness of 

ostures, dependent upon natural strength or 
— of limb, perfected by early and 
incessant practice; but Joe's performance 
was an intellectual conception, and for orig- 
inality, consistent truth, humor, and spirit, 
he stood as distinct and distant from all other 
clewns as the Caliban of Shakspeare from tue 
monsters of ail other men. The 
broad grin which dimpled his  fea- 
tures when he threw cff bis disguise was not 
u grimace got up for the audience, but their 
joyous feeling of existence from a full growth, 
baif-idiotic rogue, suddenly bursting into vig- 
orous manhood. That type-defying sound, a 
sort of **Yu-a-up,’’ with which he first gave 
to us, was not from bis lips a mere conven- 
tional stage cry, but an outburst indicative of 
his exuberant animal life and of his peculiar 
nature. His thefts and his edibie exploits 
did not seem to have been tricks of vocation, 
but things to which he was propelled by in- 
stinctive propensities—the innatus anor Mu- 
's bees. There was a life in his 
limbs, especially in his ‘‘hop, step and jump,“ 
or rather in his —— stride, beyond all 
other clowns, whether dancers, leapers or 
And, to crown the whole, what- 
ever he did, the spirit. the intellectual spirit 
of the pantomime clown shone through it. 

Dickens’ panegyric of Joe may seem 
strange to those of the present generation 
who have never seen Grimaldi; but how do 
they suppose he gained his reputation with 
those before, who write and speak of him 
with such exuberant delight? Joe’s popular- 
ity was not confined to the galleries or pit; he 
was an equal favorite withthe boxes. His 
clown and his efforts in serious pantomime 
drew men of judgment and of genius to the 
theatre when the sock and buskin failed. 
Majesty itself—though ina critical question 
kings and queens are not perhaps the highest 
authority—after sitting unmoved during the 
pla y became Laughter, holding both his sides 
when Joe appeared in all his glory. And we 
have heard that George III. was so delizhteu 
with some peculiar feat of gormandizing 
that when the curtain fell Grimaldi was sum- 
moned by express desire to the royal presence 
to fight the battle o’er again. Nor was his 
fame confined to the stage; his company was, 
inthe phrase of the day, sought after“ by 

men who, if not so fastidious as the 
same class at present, would assuredly have 
never patronized what is understood by a 
mereciown. William IV., when Duke of 
Clarence, was a friend of Joe. It ws clear 
enough that he was not, as Chesterfield has it, 
invited for himself,“ but for his comic songs 
and powers of drollery; but this smvtatis mu- 
tandis maybe predicated of any man who 
moves in *‘society other than that of his equals 
—of Horace and Virgil supporting Augustus 
as of Grimaldi between Byron and another 
Lord.“ It seems, too, from the Dickens 
memoirs that Joe was treated with a kind of 
descending familiarity; but Grimaldi took care 
that itshould never become an insolent one. 
Yielding due respect to others, he was him- 
selfrespected; and leaving the mime on the 
boards, he gave the company to understand 
that except in friendly joke it must remain 
there. Early habits of submission to mana- 
gers and to a father grotesyucly severe might 
— accustomed him to submit to things 
that others might deem strong, and his na- 
tive simplicity of character rendered him the 
easy dupe of “quizzers;’’ but as soon as he 
perceived the scope of an offensive aim, he 
wanted neither tact nor spirit to repel it and 
as crt the rights of man, whether in conven- 
tional matters or morals. ‘To pass from the

| barest, he would in the course of the day im- 


prove the working of the old tricks, or throw 
in a few of his own, which he always carried 
with bim on those occasions. He would 
drill and organize, if they wanted it, a band 
of subordinate groups for ludicrous effect,and 
enrich the mere purposeless skipping about 
of the country with what is technically called 
„the business’’ of the piece. 

Such qualitications were only acquired by 
long and early exercise. Like the other t 
mimic genius of the century, Ned“ Kean, 
Joe Grimaldi was trained from infancy to his 
calling, appearing on Drury Lane boards 
(November 1781) when but one year and 
eleven months old. The piece was the panto- 
mime of Robinson Crusoe,” his father play- 
yn hey — and Joey the Little Clown. His 
debut was successful, and nextyear he was 
engaged at Sadler's Wells, commencing his 
theatrical labors ere he was three year's old, 
by performing at two theaters in one night—a 
practice which continued almost to the close 
of his theatrical life. 

But with this parallel endsthe resemblance 
between the tragedian and the clown. While 
Kean led the life of astrolleranda black - 
guard, Grimaldi was exemplary in all the so- 
cial’ and domestic relations. His father. 
who, though severe and eecentric, was 
economic and regardful of his family, 
died in 1788, leaving behind him up- 
wards of £15,000. This was all lost through 
the fraud and insolvency of the acting 
executor, and from his tenth year Joe was 
the — support of his mother. Kean’s 
exhibitions of grief were drunken dramatic 
and soon over. Grimaldi married penne. and 
lost his wife soon after. At first his reasou 
was shaken; for two months he was incapable 
of exertion, and he lingered over her memo- 
ry to the last years of his life. Kean’s modes 
of relaxation everybody knows. Grimaldi’s 
amusements were mechanical experiments, 
playing on the violin, breeding pigeons and 
making estrian country excursions into 
Kent and Surrey to form collections of inseets. 
The tragedian’s ebriety was notorious; it is 
said that Joe was never seen intoxicated—a 
wonder in those days. How Kean stood in 
money matters after the immense sums he 
squandered we do not know. The moderation 
of Grimaldi’s character confined his actual 
expenditure below his real gains; but his sfm- 

licity facilitated imposition, and he generally 
ost the surplus through the arts of the 
designing or his own good nature; but this 
laxity was confined to himself. When, hav- 
ing indulged in a gig and a country house, the 
consummation or an Englishman’s earthly 
happiness,with some addition from his second 
wife’s love of luxury, he found matters get- 
ting behind-hand, we see him at once putting 
himself into the hands of a Mr. Harmer, of 
Covent Garden, removing to London, selling 
off evervthing that could be considered sup- 
ey and in eight months paying everv- 

ody in full. 

Asan actor, the most successful period of 
Grimaldi’s career was from his twentieth to 
his thirtieth, or perhrps his thirty-fifth year 
(1800 to 1815); the most profitable from his 
thirtieth to his fortieth, when the starring 
system began to get in fashion, and circum- 
stances which at first looked like ill-fortune 
incited him to follow it. At about 40, how- 
ever, his health begau to fail, and fh the 
spring of 1823 gave way soentirely that he was 
compelled, with au aching heart, to retire 
from his profession. His disease was a pre- 
mature old age, asort of paralysis of decrepi- 
tude which deprived him of the use of his 
limbs, and was brought on by his severe lu- 
bor, night after night, at two houses, and 
sometimes in three or four pieces, all requir- 
ing great bodily as well as some men- 
tal exertion. This was doubtless lamentable 
—but we can scarcely join in Mr. Dickens? 
moralizing on che subject. Grimaldi was the 
hero of the stage for upward of forty vears; 
he bad forestalicd youth in infancv, manhood 
in youth, and reaped as long and as great a 
harvest of fame as the comedian who appears 
at 20 and withdraws when he has left 60 years 
behind him. The moral is that nature gives 
us but so much cf life, and that the end is pro- 
portioned to the beginning. 

With Joe’s retirement from the stage the 
stern realities of lifebegan. How he got rid 
of all the money he made latterly (sometimes 
£1,200 to £1,000 in a few months) does not 
very clearly appear; but it is certain that his 
income was not sufficient to support him,mod- 
erate as he was. After encroacainy consider- 
ably on his principal, the apprehension of 
want began to stare him in the face. By the 
spontaneous exertions of Miss Kelly, two fare- 
well benefits were got up for him, one at 
Sadler’s Wells, the otuer at Drury Lane, the 
people at Covent Garden acting shabbily, and 
Charles Kemble shuttling to boot. The pro- 
duce, though considerable, was insufticient, 
and he was compelled to appiy to the Drury 
Lane Theatrical Fund. The morning after 
his letter was sent, the Secretary called upon 
him to say that the Committee bad awarded 
him an annuity of £100 a year, and that he 
was deputcd to pay him thew first quarter in 
advance. 

But pecuniary unxieties, bodily pains, and 
conlinement to his chamber were not his only 
troubles. Domestic afiliction fell heavily on 
Grimaldi. His son, whom he had educated 
with great care, who he fancied was to equal 
if not excel his father in histrionic fame, and 
who, at all events, possessed ability sufticient 
to have procured him six or seven hundred a 
year, turned out ungrateful and dissipated to 
the last degree, dying aiter a career of the 
lowest profiigacy in a tit of madness brought 
on by drunkenness. The news overwhelmed 
the father and hastened the death of the 
mother. The loss of his wife following his 
son threw Grimaldi into a stupor of grief, 
from which, however, he gradually recover- 
ed; his health, strange to say, improved, and 
he wanted not such relief as life could yield 
him. The brother of his first wife, in com- 
pliance with the dying injunction of his sister, 
never forsook him. His old theatrical com- 
panions frequently called to cheer his soli- 
tude,and be was nightly carried toa public 
house parlor, where he spent his evenings 
among some sedate boon companions, and 
Was then carried back to bed. He also em- 
ployed his vacant hours by writing his biog- 
raphy, and anticipated a brighter fame from 
its publicatien than any he had et achieved. 
But while waiting for this crowning glory,the 
gods gave him, according tothe G 1 — apol- 
ogue, the greatest gift they can bestow upon 
mortals—he was found dead in his bed on 
May 31, 1837. 

It is from this autobiography that Dickens’ 
volumes purport to be written. He states, 
indeed, that he has done little more than edit 
the manuscript, so as to make it more reada- 
ble; butit is obvious that some of the most 
interesting parts toward the close must have 
been additions, and probablythe curious ac- 
count of old Grimaldi, senior, the identical 
— who, to be safe during the riots of 

ondon, chalked on his door “No Religion,” 
instead of No Popery,’’ with incidental pas- 
sages in other places. Whatever has been 
done, has been done with wondrous skill, and 
the result isa work of much amusement and 
interest, blended with an insight into a sub- 
ject one never thinks of—the rationale of pan- 
tomimic art, as wellas glimpses of London 
and suburban life at the beginning of the pres- 
ent century.

with the accounts of correspondents, the let- 
ters from clergymen and local proprietors and 
the applications from local relief committees, 
all full of harrowing descriptions of the dis- 
tress. It is getting, there cannot be a doubt, 
more and more intense, and more and more 
extensive, and the 17 2 doctors, who 
are the rural officers of health, have already 
reported several cases of that miserable form 
of typhoid which is known here -by the name 
of the ‘*Famine Fever,’’ from its awful rav- 


ages in 1847. Here is a specimen. ‘There are 
four parishes in Connemara, ng 
along the southern coast of ale 


way county. It is said that not one of the 
three Commissioners deputed by the 8 
ment to examine into the state of things in 
Connaught has visited these parishes. Simi- 
larly two gentlemen who traveled through the 
reported distressed districts on behalf of the 
Duchess of Marlborough are said to have left 
these parishes out of their f§spection. They 
lie far away from all reguiar routes. The 
Work-house, the | refuge for the desti- 
tute, is twenty-six miles away. The process 
server, however, has visited these wilds. 
These four parishes cover an area of about 
forty miles square, and thereis not inthe 
whole island a more stricken and woe-begone 
region. Here is a report which has come up 
to Dublin about the condition of one of those 
parishes: . 
ONE THOUSAND PEOPLE STARVING 

“The parish of Carnagh ranges for eighteen 
miles over the wild. rocky promontory of Er- 
ris-annagh. With perhaps a couple of dozen 
exceptions the wheie population, 814 families, 
numbering some five thousand souls, are on 
the high road to death by starvation. Hunger 
bas overtaken one-third of them or more al- 
ready. The local relief committee—presided 
over by a Protestant gentleman of much local 
usefulness and popularity, Mr. Hazel, and re- 
inforced by the Protestani rector, as well as 
by the Catholic priest—have made careful 
house to house calculations, according to 
which—of 36 families in the townland of 
Loughconiere there are 21 at this moment 
wanting food; 25 tamilies out of the 51 in Kil- 
sallagh; 23 families out of 28 in Rusheen and 
Drinagh; 20 families out of 35 in Alnabrone; 
27 families out of 29 in Bonrouchard, and so 
on through the miserable roll. Those who 
have anything to eat are living upon the seed 

tatoes. Rvery day some family is eating 

ts last meal of them. Hardly anybody any 
longer enjoys three meals a day, even of rotten 
dwarf potatoes. Two meals are now the 
average allowance. Numbers that I have met 
squat in their hideous cabins around the mor- 
sel of live turf all day long in order not to 
awaken the pangs of hunger by active exer- 
cise, and think themselves happy if the mother 
of the family is able to beg or borrow a few 
pounds of Indian meal that they may not go 
supperless to bed. And oh! the patience, the 
endurance, the self-sacrifice of those wretched » 
peasant-mothers, who stumble over miles of 
sharp-pointed rocks with their bare feet to 
implore that miserable meal for their whin- 
ing children—who carry loads of turf or 
dripping seaweed on their backs for ten or 
tifteen miles like beasts of burden—who alone 
in those little doomed households seem to 
have heart or hope left in them! The 
tirst stage of starvation is already past for 
many of the men; they have reached that con- 
dition of apathy and languor in which they 
hardly care to raise their heads. I have come 
upon them buried in the gloom of their cab- 
ins, those frightful, silent family circles— 
the shivering, haif-naked children huddling 
together for warmth; the mother rocking a 
little box of dirty rags in which a blue-lipped 
jittie baby is sleeping; the man with his nat 
over his eves, his head bent to his knees, his 
eyes staring fixedly forward with a dull, stu- 
petied stare—so sluggardized by want and 
despairthat he hardly turns while he tells 
you, in his hopeless way, that his last potato 
was eaten «fortnight ago, and that he has 
been existing ever since upon a meal per day 
of dogtish, or periwinkies, or Indiau meal 
gruel. Andto think that a fortnight hence 
every neighbor who gives him charity will be 
as desperate and forlorn a wretch as himself! 
Let there be no mistake about it, there is star- 
vation going on far and wide.“ 
SMITFEN WITH FEYER. 

Four houses in one bamiet had been smit- 
ten with fever. ‘‘In one of them—a dwelling 
wretched in the extreme—there were four 
fever-smitten patients lying on the floor, 
laughing and moaningin delirium, with an 
old woman and little child watching them. 
The§four sufferers lie together, as near as they 
can be brought to the feeble warmth given 
out by the little flickering turf fire. Taere is 
no bed under them. They lie in their daily 
clothes, with an old tattered rug around 
them. One of them is perfectiy quiet; the 
others are tossing in the restlessness of that 
peculiar form of iow fever. There is not an 
ounce of sustenance inthe house, except the 
drink of milk andthe mug of tea which a 
neighboring farmer has given in charity. The 
siore of poiatoes has been exhausted a fort- 
night ago; not a bag of meal to be had on 
credit; notuing to do but to beg or starve.’’ 

The weather had became bitterly coid and 
the mountain Iechs had become covered with 
ice. Should the cold continue or become 
more severe it will work havoc among the 
weak, half-naked famished poor of Conuem- 
ara. The Duchess of Marlborough has writ- 
ten to the Mayor of Leeds, saying: »The 
distress is great and the need urgent. The 
money intrusted to us shall be weill spent. As 
the spring comes on and the landlords are able 
to avail themselves of the facilities for giving 
employment afforded them by the government 
I trust distress will decrease.“ As the 
spring comes on?“ But it is a question how 
many ofthe Connemara peasants will live to 
see the spring, and of those who survive how 
many will notbe too emaciated by that time 
3@ work at all. From the reports which have

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A BORN INCENDIARY. 


The Sad Birthmark of Mr. Palmer 


Loper, of Connecticut. 
iNew London (Conn.) Cor. New York San, Yth. } 


A remarbable case was developed in the 
Superior Court that closed its January session 
in this city on Friday. Palmer Loperis the 
eldest son of Richard F. Loper, a former 
Stonington millionaire, who held influential 
government positions during President Lin- 
coln’s administration, invented and built iron 
ships of war, built and owned manv pleasure 
yachts, including the Josephine, the Madgie, 
the America, the Magic and the Palmer, and 
who was transport agent for the government 
in the Mexican war and the rebeilion. Pal- 
mer Loper was a 2 py am son from his youth, 
and by his escapades is said to have cost his 
father over $100,000. His passion, when in 
liquor, is incendiarism, always as an inciter 
of others. He has served several terms in 
the State prisons in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, as the result of his mania for burn- 
ing buildings. For the last tem years he 
has been unusually. temperate, and has 
héid an important position in a New York 
house. 

Several months ago Loper wen: on a ca- 
rouse that brought him to Stonington. He 
fell in With Wiliam II. Merritt, a sn of one 
of the first families in Stonington, Taey were 
three days drunk and without sleep. Incit- 
ed by Loper, Merritt one night built a little 
fire in an empty barn near the coast. Then 
be drew a circle of sawdust around the 
blaze, wetted the circle, and both men quit 
the building. The wet sawdust extinguished 
the flames before any damage was done. They 
were detected, and they have lain in New 
London jail for several weeks. 

Loper and Merritt stood side by side in the 
court room on Friday afternoon. Loper is 38 
years old, and bears astriking likeness to 
George Francis Train. He was stylishly 
dressed in black, and Was the most nota- 
ble looking man in the court room. Mer- 
ritt pte | to be less than thirty 
years old, and was attired in full Broad- 
way dress suit of green plaid. His closely 
trimmed blonde beard was parted at the chin. 
He wore plenty of jewelry, but in good taste.

Clark, to undertake the decoration of the 
irieze of the rotunda. Although Signor 
Brumidi. during the earlier days of his work 
on the Capitol, received as high as $40,000 
for decorating the canopy of the dome alone, 
his — health and incapacity for contecu- 
tive work enabled the Government to secure 
his services for the paltry sum of six dollars 
per day. 

Signor Brumidi immediately began a 
series Of cartoons, which were designed to 
occupy the full space of the frieze, ten feet 
high and 366 feet in circumference. Less than 
half the work has been completed, and much 
uneasiness is felt, not only on account of the 
failing health of the aged artist, that will 
prevent Lis completing the work, but that it 
will be extremely difficult to fad a. fresco 
painter in the country capable of continuing 
the work in the same character ofart. The 
stple of the work is in light and shade, simu- 
lating ‘‘bassorelievo,’?’ and from the pave- 
ment of the rotunda, at an altitude of feet 
it is difficult to distinguish between the fres- 
co and actual sculpture.

CHEWING GUM. 
What It Is, Where It Comes From and 


How It Is Prepared for Sale. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial.)

The quali- 
eg it possesses at the time that it 
comes from the confectioner are all famillar to 
the youngest of us. It certainly seems to be a 
very a tive edible. The reason for this is 
not so hard to find. Think how much eating 
there is in it in proportion to actual — — 
and cash value. But there is more in chewing 
gum than is dreamed of in juvenile philoso - 
pby. One can éasily comprehend main 
n 
to 


ents of candy, but who, without being 
d, would suspect that chewing gum is 
often only a rcfined product of petro- 
leum? e time was when the fra- 
grant spruce furnished the most com- 
mon material for the purpose. But this is no 
longer the case. The reader familiar with 
the processes of refining coal is aware that 
the thick brown liquid which comes from the 
earth, at one stage of its manufacture, is 
strained through heavy linen cloths. The 
residuum left after this operation is a dirty, 
brownish yellow wax that smells abominably. 
That unpromising substance, melted, bleach- 
ed, deodorized and prepared for commerce, 
appears in masses that weigh about one hun- 
dred pounds, resembling oblong blocks of 
clouded ice. It has no odorand no taste ex- 
cept what belongs to any waxin its purest 
state. It may be used for many purposes, but it 
is not necessary to describe them now. The 
manufacturer of chewing gum purchases these 
blocks ready made to his hand, and at once 
melts them down. To two hundred pounds 
of wax he adds aboutthirty pounds of sugar, 
and gives the mixture a flavor by the use of 
some essential oil,as lemon or vanilla, and 
perhaps adds some coloring matter. The 
melted mass is poured out upon a clean mar- 
ble slab and cut in the various shapes kaown 
to mastificators. 

The youthful epicure rarely becomes so lux- 
urious as to demand balsam of tolu; but, if 
be does, the manufacturer is ready for him. 
This resin, which is obtained from South 
America, is at first in an almost fluid condi- 
tien. It is the product of a tree known as 
—now hold your jaw, for the name is worse 
than a whole box of chewing-gnm—mgras- 

ermum tolulferum. This balsam is boiled 

y the manufacturer until finally it is brought 
to such a consistency that it can be run 
through rollers. It comes outin the shape 
of a little slender rod, of a brownish-yellow 
color, which is cut into pieces, each about two 
or two and a half inches long. The balsam 
may sometimes be mixed with a less costly 
wax, since its flavor is very marked. 

The balsam of the ‘‘chieie’’ tree, from Cen- 
tral America, is used in making what is 
known as snapping gum. It is very ductile 
when worked and moistened, and the process 
of making is simil that of pulling taffy. 
The original gum ; des from the tree and 
forms in a mass sometimes several pounds in 
weight. Even in this natural state it would 
be a very satisfactory substance to keep the 
teeth at work. It cannot be worn out. :

Chicago and other rival cities.. It issaid that 
there is really no profit whatever in the goods 
now sold by salesmen on the road, that the 
business has come to be too much cut 
up, and that the cost of keeping men on the 
road is too great for the narrow margin in the 
profits of these times. When à man, for in- 
stance, goes out to sell for a grocerv house 
nowadays, it is not as it used to be. He can- 
not sell anything like 
SO FULL A'LINE OF GOODS, 

He offers to sell teas. His customer says 
he buys teas from a house that deals exelu- 
sively in that article. He offers to. sell to- 
bacco, it fS the same thing, and soon with a 
long list of goods. The average cost of 
keeping men on the road is about $2,500 per

year for each one. Salaries range 
from 8 50 to 5150 per month. 
The average is about $100. Expenses 


run about $3 50a day near the city. In such 
countries as New Mexieo the expenses run up 
to+7aday. As a general thing the expenses 
run up fully as much as the salary, making, 
as before stated, the average cost of traveling 


satesmen about $2,500 per year. It is no un- 
common thing for a single house 


to employ as many as twenty men onthe road, 
which entails a total cost of not less than $50,- 
000 per annum. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that proprietors should look about for 
some cheaper way of doing business.

The Suit Against the Union Depot 
Company. 


Cases of Interest in the Circuit Court.

A Railroad Suit. 

The case of James Fox versus the Union 
Depot Company for $3,000 damages, resulting 
from using Twelfth street as a railroad track, 
was given to the jury in Circuit Court No 1 
this morning. The plaintiff, in his petition, 


alleges that for a long time he has been, and 
is still. the owner of a lot of 
ground on Twelfth street. That 
on this property be erected two buildings, one 
of which be occupies as a place of business, 
and the other aa a residence. He claims that 
Twelfth street hes for more than twenty 
years been a — highway, and has been 
graded, macadamized and paved. The peti- 
tion states that tke lot is so situated that said 
Twelfth street isthe only means of approach 
or access to, and the only outlet from his pro- 
rty. He continues and states that durin 
ay, 1875,the defendant tore up and destroye 
said street, 100 feet from plaintiff's property, 
and placed thereon cars, locomotives and 
tracks to such an extent that it completely 
blocked up and obstructed the highway and 
public street. The plaintiff alleges that said 
obstruction has continued from that date to 
the present time, and by reason of that bleck- 


age the means of reaching pflain- 
tAif’s property have been de- 
stroyed, and great loss has been 


-entailed-upon him. He places his damages 
at $3,000 and asks ajudgment for that amount, 
The defendant in the answer claims that he 
has complied with the laws and ordinances 
regulating the construction of the railroad 
and is consequently not liable for damages.

Divorce. 

Lena Weiss was married to Fritz Weiss in 
the city of Cincinnati on the Ist day of Sep- 
tember, 1870. Lena now wants a divorce and 
for that purpose tiled apetition this morning 
to have the marriage set aside and give her 
the custody of the children. In her prayer 
for sucb matrimonial dissolution she says 


that from the day of ber mar- 
riage up to the Ilith of June, 1879, 


she faithfully conducted herself as a loving 
wife. Her husband, so she claims, has been 
guilty of repeated acts of adultery with a cap- 
tivating widow of this city. As another 
ground of action, the plaintiff alteges that 
Fritz is becoming a vagrant within the mean- 
ing of the law, in that he has wholly failed to 
support his family. For these reasons Lena 
considers that her existence would be more 
joyous if freleased from the aforeecaid Fritz, 
and the divorce 1s consequently demanded. 


Suit About Sewing Mackines. 
A replevin suit of the American Button-hole 
‘Overseaming and Sewing Machine Company 
versus Edward Wright came up this morning 
before Judge Thayer. The suit, concerning 
the possession of six sewing machines, was 
originally brought before a Jus- 
tiee of the Peace, when the 
‘value of the property was assessed at $140. 


A judgment was rendered for the defendant, 
and 1 cent damages was given for the deten- 
tion of the articles. The case was appealed, 
and came up, as noted, to-day. A number of 
witnesses were examined, showing the value 
and circumstances attending the transfer of 
the sewing machines.

ASt. Louis Postal Card Writer not Be- 
lieved by the Cincinnati Officials. 


It will be remembered that about three 
months ago Mr. Harry Baldwin was 
shot and killed in Cineinnati 
by aman named Seholer. Aceording to De- 


tective Amthauer, who wasin St. Louis some 
time ago, the citizens of Cincinnati are con- 
vinced that Scholer shot Baldwinaccidentally. 
That gentleman made his case a bad one 
by not telling the straightforward truth in the 
matter, but by making sundry theatrical at- 
tempts to throw the police off his trail alto- 
gether. Among other clumsy devices 
with which he attempted to shield himself 
was the hiding ofa hat and a pistol in the 
alley way near where the _ homicide 
occurred. Public opinion has never been 
quite satisfied on the point, however, and a 
new interest was added tothe mystery by a 

ostal card coming from St. Louis to 

. . Drew, the prosecuting 
attorney of Hamilton County, written by a 
Mr. Franz Hart, from St. Louis, and stating 
that he was a witness to the humicide and 
could throw much additional light on the 
inquiry. Mr. Hart would up his com- 
munication with the statementthat he was too 
poor to pay his expenses on to Cincinnati. but 
if the authorities would send him a pass he 
would come forward and 1 With these 
facts before him, a Posr-Dis raren re- 
porter essayed to discover what Mr. 
Hart knew about the killing, and 
fortunately he encountered a delegation 
of prominent Cincinnatians whoonly this 
morning arrived in St. Louis. Mr. Capellar 
the Hamilton county auditor, saw the postal 
which Mr. Drew had received, and said that 
in view of all the facts in the case the author- 
ities had decided not fo do anything.

KRIEGER SENTENCED. 


J. Phil. Krieger, Sr., Found Guilty 
as Charged, 


And Three Months in Jail and $500 Fine 
Imposed. 


J. Philip Krieger, Sr., the well known pres- 
ident of the Broadway Savings Bank, has been 
standing his trial now for anwmber of weeks 
before the Court of Criminal Correction, 
charged with having wilfully, knowingly and 
corruptly sworn falsely on the seventh day of 
January, 879 to a statement of the fimancia) 
condition of the Broadway Savings Bank 


made by him to the Secretary of State. Upon 
this charge the Court, this morning, found 
Mr. Krieger . and sentenced him to 
three months’ imprisonment in the city jail 
and to pay a fine of $500. 

In pronouncing sentence Judge Cady re- 
marked that the defendant’s high standing in 
the community and the interest taken in the 
case made it an important 
one. The statement referred to 
was the one of December 28, 1878. Mr. John 
Adams, an expert, showed the Court what 
that statement ,should have been, 
and there was a most astonishing 
differenee between what it was and what it 
should have been. There is

After de- 
livering the abeve opinion, the Judge went-on 
to say: Upon the e6videncein the case 
I am forced to find the defend- 
ant guilty m the manner and form 
as chargedin the indictment. andthougha 
most painful duty, I must pass upon him 
the sentence of the,“ which was stated above 
to be three Wonths in jail and a fine of 
$ 500. 

Judge Clover at once filed a motiof in ar- 
rest and fora new trial, and offered himself 
as bond for Mr. Krieger’s appearance. The 
motions will come up for argument on Satur- 
day. 

After the rendering of the sentence a re- 
porter asked 

MR. KRIEGER 
what he thought of it, and be explained, with 
much emotion, that he thoughtit an unjust 
one. “I am an old man that has 
held with honor many public 
places, and now to have this stigma put upon 
me is too much—too much,” and the old gen- 
tleman almost broke down. It is bad for 


me,“ he continued. because the cashier 
happened to be my son. Why did he 
let me buy the stock which 


he knew was rotten? I can only explain it by 
saying he had an evil genius and that it led 
him away.“ 

„Mou are totally ruined, are you not?“ 

„Oh, I will have nothing left, but I do not 
mind the money, itis the character.“ 

Has your son any money now?” 

“T think not. I have only given him ten 
dollars since the trial—he only has what is 
given to him.”
